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In  September  1950  30  students  entered  Augusta  County  Training  School  as 
first  graders  with  Mrs.  Eva  B.  Taylor  as  teacher.  It  was  a  very  memorable 
year. 

Our  second  year  began  with  Mrs.  Gladys  Moats  as  teacher.  Here  we  met 
two  new  students. 

Then  we  trampled  through  the  next  four  grades  with  Mrs.  Harden,  Mrs. 
Carter,  Mrs.  Huggard,  and  Mrs.  Tate  as  teachers  who  did  much  to  encourage 
our  mental  and  physical  development. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  grade  with  Mr.  R.  Jones  as  teacher,  eight 
new  students  from  Round  Hill  elementary  school  joined  us.  They  were  Mary 
Fuller,  Eva  Rose,  Priscilla  Howard,  Loretta  Jenkins,  Dennis  Brown,  Owen 
Crawford,  and  Joe  Stuart.  That  was  a  very  happy  day  for  us  students  because 
we  then  had  some  new  friends. 

We  journeyed  on  to  the  eighth  grade  under  Mrs.  E.  Huggard.  Here  we  took 
in  one  new  student,  Thomas  Baker. 

We  then  moved  on  to  our  first  year  of  high  school,  as  freshmen,  under 
Mr.  E.  E.  Brown.  He  encouraged  us  to  study  hard  for  a  brighter  future. 

As  the  time  passed  we  began  to  prepare  ourselves  for  a  more  successful 
life.  Mr.  E.  E.  Brown,  our  freshman  teacher,  continued  as  our  sophomore 
teacher.  Here  we  lost  one  of  our  best  students.  During  our  sophomore  year 
we  did  many  adventurous  things.  We  worked  very  hard  together  preparing 
ourselves  for  commencement.  A  week  before  commencement  we  were  given 
a  party  by  the  freshman  class.  We  were  very  excited  because  we  were  moving 
into  the  city  to  attend  Booker  T.  Washington  High  School. 

Starting  our  junior  year  under  Mrs.  Karen  Scott,  who  was  a  wonderful 
teacher,  our  junior  year  was  the  most  exciting  year  of  our  lives.  Many  excit¬ 
ing  things  happened  to  us.  Charles  Penn  placed  first  in  the  District  Biology 
and  Science  Conference.  Nadine  Scoot  placed  third.  About  two  months 
later  Charles  Penn  attended  the  State  Biology  and  Science  Conference  where 
he  placed  seventh.  This  year  was  the  first  time  many  of  our  classmates 
attended  the  prom. 

In  our  last  and  final  year  we  moved  back  into  a  County  school,  a  big 
bright,  spacious,  luxurious  new  building.  Here  we  were  met  and  greeted  by 
Mr.  James  H.  Scott  our  Principal  and  teachers,  most  of  whom  were  new  to 
us.  With  new  surroundings  and  the  knowledge  that  we  were  a  year  older  we 
looked  forward  to  a  bright  and  glorious  future.

At  the  time  of  this  writing  November  15,  1963 ,  we  have  a  well 
established  high  school  with  an  enrollment  of  130  students  and  a 
faculty  of  twelve. 

We  hate  to  say  good-bye,  Central.  To  us  you’re  so  true.  We  must 
be  on  our  way,  to  seek  the  future  anew. 


(CLASS  PROPHECY) 


In  this  great  day  and  time  an  eager  group  of  young  people  worked 
their  way  into  a  great,  but  mysterious  journey  into  the  unknown. 

It  is  the  year  of  1965  when  we  decided  to  take  a  tour  to  the  moon. 
After  encountering  the  fascinating  sights  we  decided  to  make  a  per¬ 
manent  settlement  there.  Two  weeks  after  settling  there,  we  received 
a  telegram  saying  that  Russia  was  going  to  land  on  the  moon.  Since 
we  did  not  want  to  encounter  communism,  we  decided  to  return  to  a 
normal  life  on  earth. 

Returning  home  after  a  long,  exciting  trip,  we  had  to  parachute  to 
safety.  Dennis  Brown,  a  very  ambitious  engineer,  manager  of  a  Steel 
Company  in  New  Jersey  and  Eva  Rose,  a  very  good  librarian  at  Weslyn 
College  in  Connecticut,  parachuted  into  a  tree  high  above  the  city  of 
Richmond.  While  looking  down  on  the  city,  they  saw  Marion  Johnson 
at  Apex  Beauty  School,  working  under  one  of  her  classmates,  Georgia 
Smith,  an  instructor.  We  turned  our  eyes  to  a  well  known  state,  Mary¬ 
land.  There  we  saw  Charles  Penn,  one  of  the  world’s  greatest  biolo¬ 
gists,  dissecting  a  frog  with  a  group  of  students. 

Our  eyes  have  become  very  tired,  but  we  have  to  keep  on  looking. 
We  are  now  focusing  our  eyes  on  Washington,  D.C. ,  site  of  one  of 
five  Negro  universities,  Howard.  As  we  peep  in,  we  see  one  of  our 
classmates,  Lois  Miller  as  Music  Instructor.  Looking  toward  the 
Empire  State  Building  in  New  York,  we  detected  Margaret  Rhodes, 
private  secretary.  From  New  York  we  traveled  to  the  heart  of  Califor¬ 
nia.  There  we  see  a  sign,  Moses  Rucker,  Barber  and  Dennis  Johnson, 
Cosmetologist,  one  of  the  world’s  finest  for  women.  Though  very, 
very  tired,  we  now  run  across  an  Air  Force  Base  in  Texas  where  we 
see  Captain  Cranberry  Breckenridge  and  Sergeant  John  Henderson. 
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If  only  there  were  some  Physical  Therapists  near,  Nadine  Scott  or 
Sarah  Woodson,  we  would  have  someone  to  rub  our  aching  backs. 

We  know  this  is  impossible  because  they  are  just  graduating  from  the 
University  of  Michigan.  Turning  our  eyes  toward  the  South,  we  run 
across  one  of  our  well-known  Negro  Colleges,  Tuskegee  Institute. 
Looking  straight  through  to  the  Industrial  Arts  Department,  we  recog¬ 
nize  Ernest  Darcus  as  instructor.  Our  eyes  are  almost  closed  as  we 
look  across  the  ocean  to  Ethiopia.  There  we  see  Ruby  Woodson  as  a 
missionary  and  Patricia  Strother  as  her  foreign  secretary. 

As  evening  draws  nigh,  Mary  Fuller,  a  successful  interior  decorator, 
stops  for  an  evening  meal  at  a  well-known  restaurant,  The  Golden 
Slipper,  where  Douglas  Johnson  is  chef.  We  have  almost  completed 
our  tour,  and  are  very  restless,  when  we  are  disturbed  by  a  roar  of  a 
jet  plane.  It  is  Joe  Stuart  sitting  in  the  cockpit,  breaking  the  sound 
barrier.  Finally  he  has  achieved  his  goal  of  becoming  a  pilot.  After 
hanging  in  the  tree  for  twelve  hours,  we  finally  see  the  Rescue  Squad 
coming  to  rescue  us.
